A petition iss now being circu-
lated in the shoestring strip and
will be presented to the Los An-
geles city council. The city of Tor-
rance will then be requested to
pave Carson street from Cabrillo
avenue to Western,,

Thé” Long Beach Chamber of
‘Commerce is undertaking the cir-
culation of a petition requesting
continuance of the Carson street
pavement to Artesia,’ which would
_provide a new paved highway from
Redondo Beach to Orange county,
conpecting up with the Santa Ana
canyon route to Riverside and San
Berpardino.

The impertance .of this new high-
way overghadows all other high-
way improvement in this district,
officials believe.

Gladys avenue will soon be paved
from Redondo boulevard to River-
side boulevard, eonnecting up with
the paved, route to ' Hawthorne,

Monica. - With Carson strect paved,
all traffic between the Long Meach
area, Hawthorne and Inglewaod
and the beach’ region will pass
through Torrance.

"For the first time in its history
Torrance Wl be located at the
intersection of two main California
highways, one running ecast and
wwest, the other north and south.

When Redondo boulevard in Tor-
rance is extended to Madrona ave-
nue, and when Carson street is
paved, an excellent means of han-
dlinggthrough truffic will be pro-
vided, it iz pointed out.

“Praffic bound from Western ave-
nue to Redondo could be routed
out Redondo boulevard. Traffic
from the Long. Beach district des-
tined for the district west of Tor-
rance could be routed direct out
Carson street, Traffic bound from
cities west of Torrance for the
Long Beach area could be routed
inte Torrance via Redondo houle-
vard to Cravens avenue, via Cra-
vens to Carson, and east on Carson.

This sysem of paved highways
would, traffic experts believe, bene-
fit every district ‘of Torrance and
ineure agalnst congestion at any
one point.
